The test kits of group 1 are drawn to polypeptides while those of 
groups 2-2014 are drawn to oligonucleotides. There is not any stated rela- 
tionship between the polypeptides and oligonucleotides and therefore group 1 
and groups 2-2014 are patentably distinct. The oligonucleotides of groups 2- 
2014 are structurally different and therefore are patentably distinct. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification and recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
